He graduated from Nortn .
western University's School of
Medicine in 1900 and served a
one-year Intcrnoshlp 'at St.
Luke's hospital in Chicago. Then
he returned to York to begin his
practice. Within a short time
he was serving clinical
instructor in pathology at the 
University of Nebraska School 
of Medicine at the same time. 
He also formed the Scions and 
The Sons of America, the latter 
being still a progressive youth 
organization in Nebraska.

It was his keen interest in 
boys that led him to organize 
those two groups and he be­ 
gan his observances of the 
problems of adolescent youth 
which resulted In his writing 
several book-length treatises i 
anumb~cT oT~uther articles  o
corrective measures to insure a 
proper heritage for thc nation's 
young men.

This effort was climaxed 
about five years ago when his 
hoys' work program, a compre­ 
hensive outline for physical and 
mental development of youth to 
adult life, was endorsed by Ro­ 
tary International.

On June 30, 1009, he married 
Miss Mlna Martha Ahhton at 
Coqtralla, Washington. His sons 
were born at York, Neb. The 
family moved to Torrance In 
3924. Immediately upon reach­ 
ing Torrance, Dr. Shidlcr entered 
partnership with Dr. Lancaster 
and together they const: 
enlarged and improved thel 
I ices and facilities. This part-! 
nership was terminated Jan. 1, j 
103li, when Dr. Shidler's h> 
bog.in

He also served as president of 
the Nebraska Alumni association.

Only his most Intimate pro­ 
fessional acquaintances knew 
that Dr. Shidlcr was the first 
man In the United States to 
quarantine for poliomyelitis i in­ 
fantile paralysis). This was 
during his practice In Nebraska.
